“Simply put, the basis supporting the 
township’s decision to ban RTS is deeply 
flawed junk science — of which the township 
was likely unaware when it enacted its 
ordinance.”

PAHs.) 
That statement was the summary of Dr. 
Anne LeHuray’s written comments she 
distributed at the March 31 workshop on 
the coal tar ban in VBT. Dr. LeHuray is 
the executive director of the Pavement 
Coatings Technology Council based in 
Alexandria, VA. 
With her was Jeff Lax of Charlotte, 
NC, president of GemSeal Pavement

Court Watching: 


John Robertson bound over on 
charge of stealing car in Sumpter

John Curtis Robertson, 24, has been 
bound over to circuit court for an April 
6 arraignment on the information for 
allegedly driving off in his co-worker’s car 
without permission and then smashing the 
car. 

In a preliminary exam on March 30 before 
34" District Court Judge David Parrott, 
Colin Jenkins testified about what happened 
on March 3 in Sumpter Township. 

He said he and Robertson were co-workers 
at the Red Rooster restaurant at the corner 
of Willis and Rawsonville roads. He said 
management at the restaurant doesn’t let 
workers bring in large backpacks to store 
while they work, but they do have smaller 
spaces for personal items. 

He said Robertson asked to put his 
backpack in Jenkins’ 2003 Saturn in the 
parking lot and Jenkins gave him the keys 
to the car, like he had many times before. 

But this time, a few minutes after 
Roberston went outside, Jenkins noticed 
his car was gone from the parking lot. He 
called 911. Van Buren Township Police 
said the car had just crashed at Rawsonville 
and Martz Roads in a one-car accident and 
was in a ditch, Jenkins testified. 

Jenkins said his car had a cracked 
windshield and the whole front bumper 
was busted. (Later, he told the Independent 
he drove the car to court that day to testify 
and “it doesn’t look good.”) 

The second witness was VBT Officer 
Andrew Venier who said he came upon 
the accident while he was on patrol and 
found Jenkins’ 2003 Saturn in the ditch and 
Robertson standing outside the vehicle. He 
said Robertson was trying to get it out of 
the ditch. 

“I just came upon it,” Officer Venier 
said, noting his department does patrols on 
Rawsonville Road because it is a two-lane 
road and can be dangerous. 

He said the accident appeared fresh. It was 
snowing, no one else was by the vehicle, 
and there was only one set of footprints in 
the snow by the vehicle. 

Judge Parrott said probable cause had 
been shown and so he bound Robertson 
over to the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. 

He was bound over on combined 
Sumpter-Van Buren Township charges 
of: unauthorized driving away of a motor 
vehicle, receiving and concealing the 
vehicle, assault on a police officer, and 
obstruction by disguise. 

Although testimony was not allowed as to 
the “obstruction by disguise” count, police 


had said Robertson ran off, struggled 
with police, then gave a false name as 
identification. 

Court-appointed attorney David Langford 
represented Robertson at the exam and 
noted that there was a hold on him at the 
jail, so he would not seek reduced bond. He 
is being held on $40,000/10% bond on this 
case at the Wayne County Jail. 

VBT Det. Donovan McCarthy is the 
officer in charge of the case. 

Jaquette Ravae Faulks 

Charges against Jaquette Ravae Faulks, 
24, were dismissed without prejudice 
because no complainant came to court to 
testify against her. Faulks was charged with 
assault with a dangerous weapon, malicious 
destruction of property more than $200 but 
less than $1,000, and driving while license 
suspended on March 9 in VBT. She was out 
after posting bond of $3,000/10%. Faulks 
was advised she has outstanding payments 
due from a previous sentence. 

Sean Lee Wells 
Sharitta Marie Givens 

Co-defendants Sean Lee Wells, 42, and 
Sharitta Marie Givens, 34, were scheduled 
for their preliminary exams on March 30, 
but the Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
failed to bring Wells from the county jail 
where he is incarcerated. 

They both are charged with home invasion 
first degree. 

“This is a classic snafu today,” said 
Judge Parrott, adjourning the preliminary 
exam until 11 a.m. April 20. Prosecutor 
Doug Dwyer expected to have two to four 
witnesses. Judge Parrott asked them to 
bring the witnesses into the courtroom and 
he told them that they had to come to court 
on April 20, as well. 

Givens posted her $5,000/10% bond and 
hired attorney Christopher Quinn. Wells 
remained lodged on $10,000/10% bond. 
He is being represented by Kirsten Irey- 
Iverson, who asked for a reduction in bond 
to $5,000/10% so he could get out of jail. 
She said she had planned to bring her client 
in to give himself in on a Monday and he 
was picked up, instead, over the week end 
and shouldn’t be punished for not being in 
court because he was in jail. Judge Parrott 
reinstated the original $5,000/10% surety 
bond. Wells was advised not to have contact 
with the witnesses and complainant.

Clarification: 


Higher MERS bill in Sumpter Twp. 
was for retirements in 1997 


On Page 10 in the March 31 issue of the 
Independent, we quoted Sumpter Township 
Financial Director Jim Glahn, CPA, on the 
budgets under discussion. 

The General Fund did well, he said, 
but there was an extra expenditure when 
two police officers retired. They had been 
promised full medical and retirement, but 
that had been unfunded, so the Michigan 
Employee Retirement Service (MERS) sent 
the township a bill for $400,000. 

In clarifying the situation, Sumpter 
Township Police Chief Eric Luke said, 
“The two officers actually retired in 1997, 
they being former Chief Clinton Brown 
and former Lieutenant Wanda Elden. No 
other current or former police department 
employees were ever promised, nor 
will any receive under any previous or 
current contracts, medical benefits after 
retirement.” 

Chief Luke said the payments increased 
dramatically over the past couple of years 
but are scheduled to drop back down to 
normal starting this coming fiscal year. 

Glahn explained that for whatever 


reason the township board in 1997 gave 
those two employees medical benefits and 
pension without either the employees or 
the employer ever putting anything into the 
pension fund to pay for it. 

He said the township’s MERS payment, 
which normally is $1,800 per month went 
up to $25,860 per month, which was about 
$400,000. In June of this year it drops back 
down to $1,820. 

Glahn said every year an actuary looks at 
the pension portfolio and the township is in 
MERS. If the stock market goes down, the 
payments will go up. 

He said in 2008, the stock market loss 
was so great that they had to write off the 
loss over 10 years. Two more years of loss 
has yet to be absorbed, he noted. 

Actuaries yearly look at the age of the 
people in the pension portfolio, if they are 
married, or if a spouse has died. A lot plays 
into it, he said. 

They had been getting an 8-10% return 
and it dropped to a 7% return. Anything not 
covered becomes an unfunded liability. 

“It’s kind of complicated,” he said.

Intense schedule set 
for school supt. hire 


Buckle your seat belts. The ride ahead is 
mind-boggling, but it will be over by the 
end of June. 

At Tuesday’s school board meeting, Dr. 
Rod Green of the Michigan Association 
of School Boards laid out his schedule for 
getting a new superintendent on board by 
July 1. 

He said he would post the position on 
Wednesday with a salary range of $130,000- 
$145,000. (Supt. Van Tassel made $139,000.) 
Dr. Green said he already has had eight 
applications for the job and expects 25-30 
before it’s over. 

The process starts next Monday when Dr. 
Green arrives at 11 a.m. at BHS for a series 
of meetings with teachers, administrators, 
support staff, and students. At 7 p.m. 
Monday the board’s work/study meeting at 
BHS will be mostly for community input. 
He’ll do a presentation and get comments 
from the public on what they want in a 
superintendent. 

Also, they’re pushing an online survey on 
the district’s website that takes 15 minutes 
to complete and will be online for only eight 
days. 

On April 18, the board will hear Green 
report on what he has heard and they’ll do 
a tentative profile. Also, they work on the 
contract. Deadline for applications is May 
10. By May 13 the board members will have 
copies of them all. In May they’ll screen 
it down to six who will be interviewed 
publicly on May 24 and 25, with the public 
suggesting questions. Second round of 
interviews is May 31. Then, or soon after, 
there will be a choice.

Correctional Facility near Muskegon in the 
Lower Peninsula. 

According to the Offender Tracking 
Information System (OTIS), his earliest 
release date is April 8, 2020 and his 
maximum discharge date is April 8, 2035. 

James Chapman asks anyone who is 
interested in stopping the demolition of the 
Riggs house to call him and maybe they can 
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file something at district court to stop the 
demolition. Later, he said, residents could 
force the township to use the insurance 
money from the barn fire to start restoring 
the 1867 brick house.

Do the people’s work 
fairly, openly, honestly 


To the Editor: 

On Feb. 18, Trustee Reggie Miller, 
reached out to me regarding a Letter to the 
Editor that my husband Carl McClanahan 
wrote, that was published in the Belleville- 
Area Independent, on Thursday, Feb. 18. 
The title was “Let’s Renew 4-Mill Public 
Safety Millage.” 

Trustee Miller asked me if I was of the 
same opinion as stated in my husband’s 
letter. I indicated to her that I agreed with 
his position, however he wrote that letter 
without any input from me. I further 
indicated to Trustee Miller that my position 
had not changed from the discussions that 
I had with my fellow board members last 
year in 2015 that I am in favor of renewing 
the 4-mill public safety millage, not 
increasing the millage to 6.5 mills. 

I informed Trustee Miller that I was 
going to e-mail Supervisor Combs and 
request that she place this millage issue 
on the agenda for open public discussion. 
Trustee Miller stated that she was open to 
discussions and that she would e-mail the 
supervisor, and also request the millage 
issue be placed on the agenda. She and 
I e-mailed Supervisor Combs on Feb. 18 
and requested the millage issue be placed 
on the agenda. After receiving our e-mails 
Supervisor Combs, stated that the millage 
issue would be placed on the agenda for 
work study discussion on March 15. My 
e-mail was disseminated to the entire 
board. On Tuesday, March 8, I learned 
that the millage issue would not be on the 
agenda. 

Supervisor Combs then informed me 
that the administrative branch of our board 
(the three full-time elected officials) made 
a decision that the millage issue would be 
placed before the public in November 2016. 
Since the millage failed in November 2015 
I assumed that discussions on the public 
safety millage would be explored, and that 
as a board we would have some input as 
to when the ballot language would appear 
before the public. 

A request to have an issue placed on the 
agenda, only needs a second board member 
to support it, which Trustee Miller did. 

That topic should have been placed on 
the agenda, as this has been the board’s 
past practice. It is my opinion that we not 
wait close to a year from now to discuss the 
public safety millage. This millage affects 
our board, our residents, and our valued 
public safety employees. 

According to Kenneth VerBurg, who 
wrote “Managing the Modern Michigan 
Township,” there are some steps that should

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be taken in the legislative process. “The first 
step, perhaps is to make sure that trustees, 
and other board members understand the 
‘legislator’s’ responsibility to evaluate and 
criticize. We are all reluctant to seek flaws 
in other people’s good ideas -- to look only 
for reasons why this, or that will not work 
-- but unless ‘township legislators’ see 
critical examination of proposals as their 
main task, they may not be doing their job, 
as legislators, very effectively...” 

I retired from a 20-year career as a law 
enforcement officer. When I retired I 
was a supervisor with the Detroit Police 
Department. My position opened my 
eyes to the best and the worst of crime 
in the Southeastern Michigan Region. I 
observed an increase in violent crime, and 
governments struggling to work together 
to address dangerous public safety issues 
that crippled their communities. 

By not addressing the needs of two 
elected trustees to place a public safety 
issue on the agenda is an indication that 
this board is fractured and not working 
together. The criminals in this township 
seem to be working together, and appear 
to have had an agenda over the past several 
weeks. I learned from a recent press release 
that our community was victimized by 3 
armed robberies, 1 unarmed robbery, and a 
street shooting where the perpetrator fired 
gunshots into an occupied vehicle. 

Finally, I understand that one of the 
armed robbery perpetrators was taken into 
custody within minutes of committing the 
crime because of the swift response by our 
police department. I want to personally 
thank the men and women of our Public 
Safety Department for their valuable 
service to this community. I don’t want 
to live through an unabated increase in 
violent crime because we have a fractured 
board. This Board needs to work together 
to ensure that we maintain a high level of 
public safety services, and continued swift 
police response in our community. 

But, until we sit down and have a 
frank and open discussion about pressing 
township issues as a Board, we are doing a 
disservice to our community, this township 
organization, and our employees. It is my 
hope that we can have worthwhile dialogue 
about the public safety millage, and any 
other pressing matter that impacts our 
community. 

It’s not my intent that we always agree, 
but we should at the very least be open 
and honest with each other on matters that 
affect our residents and employees. When 
we don’t have open and honest discussions 
about pressing concerns, then we no longer 
are providing a valuable service to the 
public. 

This fractured, closed-minded, lack of 
open communication has rendered this 
board, what appears to be, self-serving. So, 
let’s not sharpen our focus on reelection 
until we do the people’s business fairly, 
openly, and honestly.

Products, and Lee Lowis, GemSeal general 
manager. 

They all spoke against the coal tar sealant 
ban and plan to be back for the 7 p.m., April 
20, meeting of the VBT Environmental 
Commission, where they will present 
information to the commission, lobbying 
for the ban to be lifted. 

Dr. LeHuray said she asked for information 
on the recently enacted ordinance and VBT 
promptly made its files available. She said 
the information gathered by the township’s 
Environmental Commission relied on the 
U.S. Geological Survey scientists that she 


said have been thoroughly discredited. 

She explained how a member of the 
Minnesota legislature added a sentence to a 
conference committee bill, thus instituting 
a statewide ban in Minnesota without 
holding hearings or conducting other forms 
of due diligence. 

Dr. LeHuray said, “To support their 
position, the Minnesota Pollution Control 
Agency suppressed a report critical of 
USGS science. Ironically, in a paper 
published in 2014, an MPCA staffer 
involved in the irregularities in Minnesota 
admitted that the basis for Minnesota’s ban 
was not scientifically supportable.” 

Dr. LeHuray included a list of 23 links of 
information at the end of her comments.

The hour-long meeting on March 31 
was set up so the township could explain 
the coal tar ban and how the township was 
seeking education of the contractors and 
the public the first year. 

“We won’t be testing trucks or scraping 
surfaces,” said Matthew Best, VBT 
deputy director of planning and economic 
development who is charged with 
environmental matters in the township. 

But, in the second year, if it is found coal 
tar sealants are being used, the township 
could move into enforcement. 

Best presided over the meeting and 
said the township is working to educate 
everyone on the ban to make sure everyone 
is on the same page. 

“There are lots of things we know and 
lots of things we don’t know,” said Best 
referring to coal tar science. 

He introduced Rebecca Esselman, 
Watershed Planner for the Huron River 
Watershed Council, who said the nonprofit 
works with communities on the Huron 
River. She said 18 months ago she got 
a call asking for help on studying the 
environmental implications of coal tar 
sealants with PAHs (polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons). 

Esselman said she is a mother with 
children and an asphalt driveway. She said 
she joined in the study and discovered the 
dangers. 

“We support the communities in the 
watershed who are banning coal tar and 
PAHs,” Esselman said. “We believe it is 
the right thing to do.” 

She said water detention ponds in the Ann 
Arbor area are contaminated with PAHs 
and they are the ponds that drain residential 
and commercial areas, not industrial. 

She said the states of Washington and 
Minnesota have statewide bans. 

She said companies can submit a pledge 
form to the Huron River Watershed Council, 
pledging not to apply coal tar, and the 
HRWC will list the company on its website 
for consumers looking for safer pavement. 
She said this procedure was started by the 
Minnesota Pollution Control Agency. 

Dr. David Wilson, a retired university 
professor and member of the VBT 
Environmental Commission, said, “I’m 
delighted to see the ban here.” 

He said it was no hardship for the 
driveway sealing contractors because 
they could use the more environmentally 
friendly compounds. 

Best said the Environmental Commission 
prepared an ordinance and sent it on to the 
township board. He said the board wants 
to guarantee the health and welfare of the

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residents and so thought it was important 
to enact the ban. 

He said Menard and Walmart will have 
the largest parking areas in the township. 
He checked and found that Menard and 
Walmart do not use 1% or higher PAH 
sealant banned in the township and 
countrywide do use the less than 1% PAH 
allowed. 

Best said he sent out 27 letters to local 
sealcoat owner/operators and just one 
showed up at the meeting. 

Frank Broughton, president of Mr. 
Sealcoat Inc., said he does Southeastern 
Michigan, but doesn’t do drives in VBT. 
He said he came to speak on behalf of all 
the other owner/operators who weren’t 
there. He said everybody seemed to be 
looking at him when they were speaking 
because he was the only owner/operator 
who showed up. 

He asked if any municipality ever reversed 
its decision against coal tar and Esselman 
said communities have chosen not to enact 
bans. 

“Not to be racist, but Romanians run 
Van Buren Township and Sumpter with 
sealcoating and they’re going to be the 
ones you'll be dealing with,’ Broughton 
said, adding, “I crack-filled your school.” 

“I just don’t get it,” Broughton said. 
“Research has shown some have reversed 
their decisions.” 

He said people panic and they think there 
is no more driveway sealing going on. He 
said people read it in the local press and 
think there is no more sealing in VBT. 

“You can’t ever do my driveway again?” 
they’ll ask, he predicted. 

The coal tar lasts a year and the more 
expensive alternatives could last just six 
months, he said. 

He said he will follow the ban on coal 
tar in VBT, but he wants to make sure that 
while he is out selling other products and 
changing his model that he won’t get a 
letter in the mail saying VBT is reversing 
itself. 

Broughton said they have to make sure 
they get both sides of the story and, “Make 
sure it’s 110%.” 

Lee Lowis, general manager of GemSeal, 
said, “Were the largest supplier in 
Michigan. I’m dumbfounded you never 
contacted us.” 

Esselman said the HRWC invites folks to 
contact them to be put on their list for using 
asphalt emulsions and the like. 

“We are the leaders in Michigan,” said 
Jeff Lax, GemSeal president, adding that 
Dr. LeHuray is there to talk to them. 

Dr. LeHuray said, “The township could 
say, ‘It’s our prerogative to ban it and we 
banned it’, if you want.” 

She said they would like to talk to the 
township about the scientific facts and she 
feels the township doesn’t have them. She 
said she used to work for the USGS and now 
her group has a Freedom of Information 
Act request in place against USGS. 

Best said the township has invited her 
to the Environmental Commission meeting 
and at this March 31 meeting, “We are 
trying to move forward with the ordinance

as painlessly as possible.” 

Dr. LeHuray said she has her PhD as a 
geochemist. 

Marty Wilson told her that Dr. Wilson has 
a PhD, as well. 

“At least stick to the facts,” Lowis said. 
“I’ve been in this business for 40 years. We 
make all of these coatings ... and now we 
find you have a phone conversation with 
one of our competitors and that is sad.” 

Dr. LeHuray said the ban started in 
Austin, TX and contractors estimated the 
sealcoating business decreased 40% since 
the ban was put in place. 

“Sealcoat doesn’t do the job it’s supposed 
to do ... the alternatives don’t do the same 
thing,” Dr. LeHuray said. 

“I’m very disappointed in what I heard 
tonight,” said resident John Delaney. 

“I’m furious the township is backing a 
flawed statement,” he said, noting Burger 
King could drop Broughton for its whole 
chain if he can’t do the Rawsonville Road 
and Belleville Road sites because they are 
in VBT. 

“I don’t want to have the township sued,” 
Delaney said. He said he has put in a 20’ by 
200’ driveway. 

He said “the travelers” have given seal 
coaters a bad name for many years. 

He said the statement that the township 
is helping other communities to enact bans 
makes him angry. 

“It is incorrect information that we are 
putting out flawed information,” said 
Esselman. “This township decided they 
were not really in favor of coal tar in the 
township.” 

Broughton said Esselman invited the 
leaders of companies to private sit downs 
with the HRWC. 

“Im not asking you to repeal the 
ordinance,” said Broughton as he prepared 
to leave the meeting. Then, he suddenly 
veered into the audience, gave his business 
card to Delaney and offered to do Delaney’s 
drive for free because he spoke up against 
the ban. 

“This meeting tonight is to talk to the 
sealant owner/operators,” Best said. 

Dr. LeHuray held up some medical 
products containing PAH and asked if they 
would look at other PAH sources and Best 
said, “No.” 

Dr. LeHuray said she was invited to the 
Environmental Commission and she also 
asked to talk to the HRWC. She asked 
Esselman if that is being considered. 

Esselman said, “No.”
